lf, inches below tin* surface of th e 
ground and tin* land is plowed over 
thorn about eight inches deep every 
tall and spring. 
A sparagus for w inter use can be 
for ceti to good advantage in hotbeds 
or under greenhouse benches. Large 
i*!*: rn os i*t roots can be taken trom tin* 
field and transplanted.

Luck in Poultry Raising. 
It is not 
uncommon to hear people say that 
they had good or bad luck iii raising 
poultry. 
The fact is that luck was 
not an elem ent at all or at least not 
an elem ent that needed to bt* counted 
on. 
Luck can 
be elim inated alto­ 
gether from the num ber of factors by 
attention to the real work of poultry 
raising. 
One m an says he had bad 
j luck last year with bis poultry, as a 
S mink got into the house in th** night: 
and killed many of his best birds. Hut 
if the poultry house had been properly’ 
attended to it would have been so ’ 
securely built that th*' mink could not 
have gotten in. Another m an had bad 
luck with a blooded cock he had, be-J 
cause a coon got in on*' night and car- ; 
lied off the cock. The door had been ; 
left wide open, as it was ti hot night, i 
and th** ow ner thought the birds would j 
suffer if he did not leave tin* door 
open. 
W ire netting over a window 
would have m ade it possible to von- I 
tilate the poultry house fully without I 
leaving the door open and thus invit- I 
ing the wild denizens of the forests to 
come in and have a feast.

A Good F eeder.—A steer, to be a 
profitable feeder, should have a nice 
head, neither too broad nor too long, 
just an average head and a m edium ­ 
sized neck.

THE AID OF IRRIGATION 


A Colorado Industry That Pays—By E. R. Bennett, Colora- 


do Agricultural College. 


The preparation of the land for po- 


tato growing Is probably the most Im- 
portant item of the work. 
The dif- 


ference between new lam! broken for 
iwtatocs. old laud and alfalfa land Is 
most marked. 
The new land pro- 


duces a very cleau grade of potatoes. 
Imt does not give- so good a yield as 
land either preceded by potatoes or 
alfalfa.

The problem of feeding farm work 


hordes resul\es itsell into a problem 
of seeming a hl^h de.tioo of ellicienry 
at tho seasons of Kicato^t activity, as 
seeding, harvesting and plowing, and 
into a problem of cheap maintenance 
dining the lom.iiniiiK seasons ol the 
year. In ouler to secure the greatest

cob or cracking the corn is desirable 
for old horses. Hurley, wheat and rye 
arc too expensive to feed unless dam- 
aged, ami damaged grain ought not 
to bo fed to tho work horse — better 
feed it to the sheep or the hog. 


Carelessness and Neglect.—These

The preparation of the land for po- 


tato growing is probably the must im- 
portant item of the work. 
The dif- 


ference between new laud broken for 
liotatoca. old land and alfalfa laml is 
most marked.

duces :t vory clouu grade of potatoes, 
but does not givo so good a yield as 
land either preceded by potatoes or 
alfalfa.

The universal practice is to 
rotate so us to precede potatoes with 
alfalfa.

FUMIGATOR FOR SMALL 


TREES IN THE NURSERY 


Apparatus Slmplet Treatment Effective. By United States 


Agricultural Department Expert. 


Fumigation 
with 
hydrocyanic-acid 


gas has 
been 
recognized for some 


time as one of the 
most 
effective 


means of dealing with San Jose scale 
and other scale insects. This method 
of treatment has 
been 
applied 
to 


nursery stock as well as 
to trees 


standing in orchards. 
The labor nec- 


essary for manipulating a tont or box 
covering for trees in orchards is un- 
der any circumstances considerable, 
and this gives importance to the prob- 
lem of devising a cheap, easily man- 
aged and effective covering for fuml- 
Knltng trees. The frame of the fumi- 
£:ilor illustrated herewith is construct- 
ed of ]>iue strips three inches wide 
and seven-eighths inch in 
thickness, 


the stripe beins braced on throe sides 
by double cross-pieces 
midway 
be- 


tween top and 
bottom 
arid 
short 


braces at angles. 
The babe has but 


three sides, the 
fourth 
side 
being 


omitted so as to avoid the necessity of 
lifting the fumigator over the top of 
the trop. 
In order to strengthen the 


base, two trips extend irom the back 
strip of the base to the front end of 
the side strips.. Two stuuter btripsaro 
bolted onto the sides 
at convenient 


height for carrying tho fumigutor. The 
fourth side is separate Irom the rest 
of the fumlgator, is made of the same 
material, and fits tightly

The chief advantages claimed for 


this fumlgator may be stated as fol- 
lows: Us cubic content may be easily 
and accurately computed, and hence 
the exact amount of chemicals neces-

determined.

amounts of chemicals will be use for 
each tree, and the necessity of separ- 
ate estimations of amounts and weigh- 
ings of chemicals In the flsld are thus 
avoided. Fewer men are required to 
manipulate Iho fnniiffator than would 
be necessary to handle a tent large 
enough to covor trees of the 
same 


size. 
The funiigator does not rest 


upon the trees, and there U therefore 
little danger of 
injury to 
buds 
or 


at breaking; small limbs. Trees which 
boar some 
long branches may

pruned sufficiently to admit them i"to

During the hot harvest montto 
nats aro always to be jiroforrod to 
corn or barley, ami wild hay or Urn- 
othv to clover hay. Corn, barley and 
clover are too heating lo be constantly 
foil in Urge amounts during those sea- 
sons and keep tho horse up -to the 
hiunest point of elficioncy. 
At other 


seasons, however, tho relative prices 
of grain foods should determine their 
selection 
for 
horse 
fooi"ng. 
Too 


strong a prejudice in favor if oats ex- 
ists in the uppor Mississippi valley. 
While oats are a moro cooling and 
life-producing food than corn, they ar«j 
usually niorq costly than corn, and 
corn shoul'l oe substituted for oatg 
during many seasons of the year bo 
cause of its cheapness. From experl 
mcntH In horse feeding conducted at 
the North Dakota Kxporimont Station 
the conclusions wore drawn that oats 
at ^0 cents or over are a costly fooc 
ns compared with corn and 
bran 


Corn at SO cents per bushel was con, 
sldored as cheap a grain feed 
fot 


horses as outs at 23 cents. 
When 


bran Is worth $15 a ton or loss anc 
corn is cheap, an excellent grain ra 
tion for work horses can be made 01 
a mixture of one-third corn and two 
thirds grain. 
Grinding the corn and 


cob or cracking iho corn is desirable 
for obi horses. Harlcy, wheat and rye 
arc too expensive to food unless dam- 
aged, and damaged grain oui$ht not 
to be fed to tho work horse—better 
feed it to th« sheep or the hog. 


Carelessness and Neglect.—These 


aro the worst enemies of any enter- 
prise. They will wreck any undertak- 
ing, howe\er favorable the conditions 
may be for the success of that under- 
taking. 
Carelessness in tho poultry 


yard leads to all kinds of troubles. 
Neglect of the fowls brings in the lice 
an often lets in the night prowlers. 
It frequently leaves a broken window 
till a cold storm comes and the birds 
are down with colds that make It poa* 
slble for that terrible disease, the 
roup, to develop. 
More flocks have 


become 
unproductive 
from neglect 


than from any other cause. Unless a 
man can gtve his poultry the care 
they should have he will get lltt]« 
satisfaction out of them. 


Fattening 
Hortes.—In
